Associated Press Manager

WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—After dis- 


cussing a structural steel agreement for 
apportioning products throughout the 
country, an arrangement said to have 


‘been discouraged by E. H. Gary of the 


United States Stee] Corporation and a 
discussion of trust methods generally, 
the House Steel Trust Investigating 
committee today adjourned until Oct. 16. 

W. C. Temple of Pittsburg, who was 
commissioner of the Steel Plate Associa- 
tion was the last witness. Among other 


things he told how J. P. Morgan once 
refused a $160,000,000 option on the Car- 
negie Steel Co. and six months later 
paid $600,000,000 for that property. 

At the outset of today’s session Chair- 
man Stanley of the committee read a 
telegram from Melville E. Stone, gen- 
«ral manager of the Associated Press, 
requesting a hearing. He will be heard 
when the committee resumes after the 
recess. Stone’s telegram to Stanley 
read: 

Albany, N. Y., Aug. 11. Hon. A. O. 
Stanley, Washington, D. C.: “Have 
just learned that a personal letter of 
mine to Oakleigh Thorne was intro- 
duced in evidence today.

The 
second man, whom Miss Roche says she 
did not know, is being sought on her de-

Miss Roche is 21 years old and- bru- 
nette. She has been secretary to Mayor 
Benbow two years. She is a daughter 
of John Roche, track superintendent of 
the Alton, Granite City & St. Louis 
Traction Co., who accompanied ner to 
the office of Justice W. D. Ross to make 
application for a warrant. 

One of Accused Men Married. 

Dailey is apparently between 35 and 40 
years old. He is married and has sev- 
eral children. He resides in Upper Al- 
ten. 

Daliey was arrested at home Saturday 
afternoon by Constable Madrey and 
gave bond to appear next Wednesday 
for a hearing. He denied the girl’s 
charges. 

He went to Benbow City Thursday 
afternoon, he said, to see Mayor Ben- 
bow about collecting insurance on a 
house which was burned in the Benbow 
City fire. The Mayor was out, he said, 
and-he conversed a while with Miss 
Reche, whom he had met many times. 
She was feeling playful, he declared, 
and began throwing water on him. 
When she refused to stop at his re- 
quest, he left the office without any 
disturbance, he said. 

Miss Reche told a. Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Dailey had been drinking Thurs- 
day afternoon and followed her menac- 
ingly about the streets of Benbow City. 
She togk refuge in the home of Mrs. 
Jcseph Biehler, she says, and waited 
twa. hours for Dailey to go away. 

I‘e ieving she would not be annoyed 
furthér, she went back to the Mayor’s 
office. On the way, she says, she saw 
Dailey following her again. She there- 
{ure locked the door of the office. Pres- 
eatly, she alleges, a young man drove up 
in a buggy and helped Dailey force the 
lock. In spite of her sereams, she was 
beund hand and foot, gagged with cot- 
ton and carried to a small room ad- 
jeining the main office, she says. 

Mrs. Biehler ran to the office after she 
saw the men enter. She was followed 
closely by R. P. Owen, an attorney, and 
Mrs. John Bloomfield, who resides not 
far away. 

On the arrival of these three persons, 
the two men released her and ran away, 
she says. , 

Mayor Organizes Posse. 

According to Miss Roche’s statement, 
Mayor Benbow immediately organized 
a posse to look for the two men, but 
no trace of either could be found. 

The part:of Benbow City in which Miss 
Roche says the offense was committed 
ie sparsely settled now because of a 
fire which burned out many houses a 
few weeks ago. This, she says, ac- 
counts for the fact that nobody heard 
her screams or saw the two men break- 
ing down the door.

Harmon Straat Leaves Piano as

While his companions merrily applaud- 
ed his playing of a lively dance tune, 
Yiarmon Straat, 27 years old, a pro-

Near Straat’s 
lifeless hand was a note and a glass 
which had contained the poison. 

The note was addressed to his mother, 
Mrs. Elizabeth Straat, of 6016 Maple, 
avenue, and read: 

“Tl have been a bad son and brother, 
but it’s all over with now. Pileisch, 
Hamilton and Easton avenues, is a goud 


undertaker.” 
The body was taken to the morgue.

Mrs. Genevieve Jordan, 20, who lives 
with Tamme and his wife; cuts and 
bruises on the face, arms and hands. 

Dr. Ralph Reilly of 4641 Washington 
boulevard was called to dress the in- 
juries. The injured were then taken to 
treir homes. 

Mrs. Jordan told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Saturday that she could not ac- 
count for the accident, unless it was 
cue to the slippery road. 

She was knocked unconscious, and did 
not regain her senses until 6 o’clock Sat- 
urday morning, when she reached home, 

Autos Not in Race, 

Mrs. Jordan stated that she knew 
rething of the other automobile acci- 
dent, and that there had been no race 
between Tamme and the chauffeur of 
the other car. 

The second automobile plunged from 
@ narrow bridge ever the River. des 
Peres into a ditch below. It had been 
going south, and it is thought that a 
car going in the opposite direction 
knocked the red car from the narrow 
bridge. 

At 2 o’clock this morning Motorcycle 
Policeman Frank Lockman, who was at 
Skinker and Clayton roads, was told 
that there had been an accident on the 
North and South road near Clayton 
road, When he arrived there, he found 
that the machine had been towed into 
the city, and he traced it to the Pope- 
Hartford garage, Hamilton and Delmar 
avenues. He was told there that Frank 
J. Sheldon, who is connected with a 
garago at 5735 Delmar avenue, had 
brought the machine in. 

When Lockman found Sheldon he was 
told that the automobile had plunged 
from the road into the 25-foot gulley. 
Sheldon said that there had been an- 
other accident near the same place. 
Lockman rode out again, and in the 
bottom of the gulley saw a large Olds- 
mobile touring car. 

Tamme was stopped by a farmer as 
he was driving along the North and 
South road, who asked !.im for a ride, 
He was taken in and he seems that he 
proved a jinx, for it was only a few 
minutes afterward that the accident oc- 
curred, Tamme said that when he last 
saw the farmer he was looking for a 
pipe that he had been smoking, and 
which had been lost when the accident 
occured. 

Constable George A. Bode says net au- 
tomobile loaded with men and women 
stopped in front of his house at 3 
a. m. Saturday. A man called him 
to the door and said there had been an 
automobile accident on the North and 
South road in which two women and a 
man were injured, one of the women 
sustaining a fracture of the collar bone. 
The man said he had pulled the machine 
off from the road and would take the 
injured persons to the city. 

While Bode was dressing he heard a 
woman in the machine exclaim in a loud 
voice: “Some of you has my purse!” 

Then there was a heated argument, 
and a woman, evidently the same one 
who complained about losing her purse, 
said: “I won't ride any further with 
you.” 

By the time Bode was dressed and had 
his automobile out the party had driven 
away.

‘WE’LL GET YOU,’ THEY CRY 


Their Friend Recently ‘Threat- 
ened by Real Thieves, . 
Gives Instant Battle.

lars of the killing last night of Daiiel 
Vreeland and Frank Jj. Cook, special 
detectives fer tne Lake Shore Railroad, 
by Special. Officer William Burnett of 


the Michigan Central Railroad! on the 
Michigan Central tracks near Junction 
avenue, show that the men met death 
as a result of a joke that they attempt- 
ed to play on Burnett. 

They all were on the best of terms 
and met at the junction of the two 
roads every night. Last night Cook and 
Vreeland, knowing that Burnett had 
had trouble with two car-breakers, de- 
cided they would hide behind a car and 
spring out on him as he passed. 

Burnett, not recognizing either of the 
men in the darkness, drew his gun and 
shot four times at them, three of the 
bullets taking effect: One went through 
Cook’s heart, the other two striking 
Vreeland in the head and chest. Bur- 
nett then ran down the tracks to Junc- 
tion avenue, where he met Patrolman 
Daniel O'Connor, who was hastening to- 
wards the scene of the shooting. e« 

Thought He Had Shot Thieves, 

“T’ve just shot a couple of car thieves,” 
he said. 

The two men then went back and 
looked at the bodies. When Burnett 
saw who the men were, he broke down. 

O’Connor took him to the Fourth 
Precinct Station, where. he was locked 
up. In telling the story of the shoot- 
ing to Coroner Rothacher, Burnett said: 

“TI was walking down the tracks and 
had just examined a car when the two 
men sprung out on me. I fought them 
off and stepped back. They came at 
me again, saying: ‘Don’t worry, we'll 
get vou.’ I pulled my gun and shot. 
How many times I don’t know. I then 
ran down the tracks until I met the 
patrolman. 

Finds They Were His Friends. 

‘When we went back and I saw that 
the men I had killed were Cook and 
Vreeland I could hardly think, it/was 
such a shock. I had never had any 
trouble with either of them. We were 
all good friends.”’ 

Burnett stated to Lieutenant Mc- 
Namara at the Fourth .Precinct Station 
that he would not have shot at the 
men had they not shouted that “they 
would get him.’’ He said a week ago 
two prowlers on the track had sworn 
to ‘‘get him.””’ The men were so near 
him when he fired that their clothing 
was burned by the discharge of the 
revolver.

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 12.—Undis- 
mayed by criticisms, many of which 
have come from high places, the Rev. 
George Chalmers Richmond, rector of 
ancient St. John’s Protestant Episcopal 
Church, will on Sunday deliver a sermon 
to his parishioners equally as denuncia- 
tory and scathing as that which he de- 
livered last Sunday and which has ex- 
cited interest nationally. His attitude 
against the Astor-Force wedding is no 
less militant than before. In fact, in his 
second sermon it is more so. His ser- 
mon is entitled the ‘“‘Sins of Society” and 
has as its subhead: 

“The Astor-Force alliance—a threat at 
the foundations of our American morali- 
ag 

Rector Richmond's text to balance 
this excoriation of the Four Hundred is 


taken from the Second Epistle of St. Pe- 
ter, chapter 2, verses 12 and 13 and part 
of 14, as follows: 

“But these, as natural brute beasts, 
nade to be taken and destroyed, speak 
evil of the things that they understand 
not; and shall utterly perish in their own 
corruption. 

“And shall receive the reward of un- 
righteousness, as they that count it plea- 
sure to riot in the daytime. Spots they 
are and blemishes, sporting themselves 
with their own deceivings while they 
feast you. 

“Waving eyes full of adultery. 

“St. Peter,” Dr. Richmond will tell 
his congregation, “in these words, re- 
fers to the ‘smart set’ of his day. He 
hits right out from the shoulder,. not 
sparing a few personal friends if in $0 
doing he could turn them from sin to 
salvation. 

Social Perverts. 

“The utterances of Bishop Doane on 
this coming marriage set all our Bish- 
ops a splendid example. Bishop Doane 
knows Astor very well, but that fact 
only drives the great Bishop of Albany 
te exercise his prophetic function of a 
priest in God's. holy church, pronouncing 
anathema on this coming alliance. Their 
money and hereditary increments of 
various kinds place them, for unthink- 
ing people, among the highest citizens 
of New York. 

“In reality Astor and his crowd are 
social perverts of the worst type. Think 
of the difference between this creature 
of sin and Seth Low, John Bigelow, the 
late Mr. Shepard, and many others who, 
with their wealth, position and charac- 
ter are helping in the erection of a 
kingdom of peace, justice and righteous- 
ness.

OPERATES A TRUST 


International’s Lawyer — Insists 
Every Important Charge of 
Townsend Is Untrue. 


TELLS OF COMPETITION 


Says There Is No Twine Monop- 
oly and That Patents Do Not 
Protect Machines. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—That the ar- 
guments and conclusions of the so-called 
‘lownsend report are based upon clearly 
erroneous statements is the opening as- 
sertion in a reply by Edgar Bancroft, 
counsel for the International Harvester 
Co., filed today with the House “Steel 


Trust’”’ Investigating Committee, in an- 
swer to charges made by Burdette D. 
‘iownsend, special agent of the Depart- 
ment of Justice, in 1908. The Townsend 
report was filed with the committee a 
short time ago. 

‘Nearly every important statement 
relating to the purpose of the investi- 
gation,’’ the reply continues, ‘‘is either 
grossly inaccurate or entirely untrue. 
The general inaccuracy of the report is 
shown by its misstatement, even of 
the names of the president and chairman 
of the board of the International Har- 
vester Co., and of the names of the 
voting trustees—although they were all 
widely known and a matter of public 
record for four years prior to the mak- 
ing of the report. 

No Patent on Knuotter, 

“The fundamental charge of a com- 
bination to create a monopoly is based 
by. the report om the charge that the 
knotter in the self-binder is protected 
by patents and that the International 
owns the patents on all the best types 
of knotters. 

“The truth is there is no patent 
whatever on the essential part of any 
type of knotter, and there has not 
been any such patent in force since 
1896. when the Appleby patent ex- 
pired. 

“Neither are there any existing 
patents upon any essential part of 
the grain binding machine. The many 
pagic patents had all expired in 1896. 
and there have been no substantial 
patented improvements since 1890— 
290 years ago, while the life of a 
patent, as is well known, is only 17 
years.” 

The statement of the Townsend re- 
port that of the nine different types 
of grain binders purchased by the 
International, all but three have been 
abandoned, and ‘that repairs are not 
furnished for any others, is branded 
by Attorney Bancroft as “notoriously 
and absolutely false.” He further 
says “that repairs for every type 
then (at the time of the report) were 
and have ever since been furnished 
by the International when’ and 
wherever cailed for.” 

“No Binder Twine Trust.” 

The report's charge of a “binder 
twine trust” is “without any founda- 
tion whatever,’ declares the reply, 
which also states that the Interna- 
tional hasS the vigorous competition 
of one large and six smaller twine 
manufacturers in addition to seven 
state penitentiaries’ twine mills. 

In reply to the charge that com- 
petition has been “largely suppress- 
ed,” Bancroft cites the names of 
eight firms which he declares are all 
active competitors. 

As to the charge that the Internation- 
al receives rebates from railroads and 
special concessions from the United 
States Steel Corporation. 

The reply declares that the Harvester 
company’s “relation to the United 
States Steel Corporation is not different 
from its relations to the competitors 
of the steel corporation,”’ and that dur- 
ing the last seven years, it has bought 
from the steel corporation 10 per cent 
of its total needs’, while it has pur- 
chased 30 per cent from competitors of 
United States Steel, the balance of its 
needs having been supplied by the In- 
ternational’s subsidiary corporation, the 
Wisconsin Steel Co. 

As to-the charge of increasing price, 
the International asserts that instead 
of increasing them, its influence has 
been to prevent increases. 

It says that although the price of raw 
materials has increased more than 30 
per cent, its prices were not increased 
until 1908, and then only 7 per cent; and 
that for 1912, a reduction of 5 per cent 
was announced last month. 

Denies Being a Trust. 

As to the charge that the Interna- 
tional is a “trust,”’ the reply is that it 
is not a merger of existing corporations, 
but a new one in which $20,000,000 was 
invested by persons not theretofore in 
the harvester business. 

Finally the International denies that 
“any plants purchased by it were closed 
or abandoned, but states that all the 
plants were enlarged, improved and 
have employed more men. than ever 
before.”

FROG FROM Fee 


Out of 100,000 Experiments He 
Produces Life in 400 In- 
stances, One Surviving. 


IRESULTS AMAZE WORLD 


Discovery Called a Remarkable 
Advance From Earlier Work 
of Loeb and Delage. 


PARIS, Aug. 12.—Scientific circles 
have been aroused here by the an- 
nouncement in the newspapers that Ba- 
taillon, a French scientist, with labora- 
tories at Dijon, had at last solved the 
great problem of science, and sutceed- 
ed in creating life. But the original 
statements are now modified. 

Bataillon says: ‘Loeb in America and 
Delage in France have succeeded tn pro- 
ducing life artificially from the egg 
of the sea urchin. which is the lowest 
form «of animal life. My own experi- 
ments have been along similar lines, ex- 
cept that I have worked on higher 
forms of life. I have succeeded in ‘cre- 
ating’ a frog. 

“It was done with an egg. which was 
pierced in a manner similar to that fol- 
lowed in making the sea urchin. 

‘The process was long and uncertain. 
Out of 100,000 eggs with which I have 
experimented, not more than 400 have 
produced life. Out of all my experi- 
ments I can show at the present time 
only one tadpole now alive. The oth- 
ers I have. created have quickly died, 
although I have succeeded in keeping. 
them alive until they developed into 
frogs.”’ 

Bataillon is.a pupil of Delage. 
interview Delage says: 

“Bataillon is one of the most em- 
inent scientists in the world, but it Is 
misleading to say that he or any other 
scientist has succeeded in creating life. 
Bataillon is now doing with vertegrate 
animals what has already been f*. 
complished with animalg of a lower 
scale. He uses a silightly different 
method, but in each case life is obtained 
by piercing the egg. 

“At the same time, Bataillon’s exper-! 
iments are of intense interest to sci- 
entists the world over.’’

driver, whose son, a chauffeur, eloped 
with Julia French, a sister of Mrs. Elsie 
French Vanderbilt, and married her. 

Papa Geraghty does not permit the 
circumstances ‘to interfere with his busi- 
ness. He is about 50 years of age, but 
looks younger as he sits on the box of 
his cab wearing a nicely ironed, highly 
polished silk hat and a black livery coat. 

He was on his post outside of the 
reading room, one of society’s most 
popular assembling places here, today 
as usual and unhesitatingly drove re- 
porters and others to the French family 
residence, outside of which he sat calm- 
ly on his box and waited until his 
fares ha@ completed their business at 
the house. 

“Might Have Done Worse,” He Says. 

Asked how he felt in his new position 
as father-intaw to a society belle, he 
laughed and said: 

“The Geraghtys are as good as the 
Frenches, any day. Jack could have 
married a woman worth millions.— Still 
he might have done worse. There was a 
girl worth millions who wanted to mar- 
ry him, but she was afraid of the no- 
torlety. Julia French is“a game kid; 
she didn’t mind. Jack’s a fine-looking 
fellow. When I was young I was pret- 
ty good looking myself and used to 
startie the girls some.” 

The view of Geraghty pere on the re- 
spective merits of the Geraghty and 
French families is shared by Edith and 
Amelia, the two pretty sisters of “FHand- 
frome Jack."*. These girris are about 18 
and 20 years old, respectively. 

The Geraghtys live in a small one- 
story frame house at 152 Prospect Hill 
street, one of the humblest sections of 
the city. Directly across the narrow 
thoroughfare is the frame stable in 
which Geraghty keeps his horses and 
cabs. The house itself is covered by 
ivy and resembles one of the little old: 
homes ohce common on the heights of 
Harlem, but now seen rarely outside of 
the extreme limits of the Bronx, New 
York,.

The Frenches themselves are not 
wealthy, although several have married 
into families of great wealth. . 

The girl's friends say her elopement 
‘was due to the fact that she hungered 
for affection. Her home life was strict 
and she either was not: permitted or did 
not receive great attention from young 
men of her station. She saw other beau- 
tiful girls surrounded with admirers and 
she was practically left alone. She 
turned elsewhere, under the pretense of 
taking her dogs out for exercise, and 
sO escaped the vigilance of her gov- 
_erness. 

Not a Romantic Girl. 


She was not a romantic girl and 
never read novels of the sensationa! va- 
riety. When she eloped she took with 
her a Pomeranian of which she was par- 
ticularly fond. That was practically 
her chief treasure. In actual cash she 
and Geraghty had only $150, it is said. 

Young Geraghty has many friends 
here, who say that he is a promising 
automobile salesman and driver and 
has. earne@ a good salary for a youny 
man.

Morgan Paid Price. 
W. C. Temple of rittsburg, who was 


commissioner cf the Steel Plate Asso- 
ciation formed in 1900, was called as the 
first witness today. Mr. Temple said 
that before the formation o. the United 
States Steel Corporation H. C. Frick 
had visited: J. P. Morgan with an op- 
tion on the Carnegie Steel co. for ,.60,- 
000,000; that Morgan said fhe price was 
too high; but “six months later he paid 
$500,000,000 \for the same property.”’ 
Temple explained they were pfepar- 
ing to give @ “magnificent play down in 
Wall street.”” He told of the exist- 
ence of a structural steel association in 


the steel shafting pool. He was con- 
fronted with a copy of the agreement of 
the structural steel agreement entered 
into in 1897. This agreement appointed 
to its members a percentage of sales as 
follows: 

The Carnegie Steel Co., 49% per cent;

Committee Rests After Hearing 
Mrs. Miller’s Story of Al- 
leged, Neglect. 


The House of Delegates fnvestigating 
Committee will resume its inquiry into 
the management of city institutions at 
10 a. m. Monday. At the end of Fri- 
day’s hearing an adjournment was taken 
to that hour. 

Mrs. Margaret Miller of 2573 Hebert 
street told the committee Friday of her 
14-day experience at the city infirmary 
as an attendant. She went to the in- 
stitution expecting to remain indefinite- 
ly, but after two weeks fighting vermin 
and seeing patients die because, in her 


opinion, they were neglected, she gave 
up her position. 

She told the committee of Karl 
Haerbstled’s death and said he was 
taken into a building adjoining the hos- 
pital anf given a cold bath, the men 
who administered it dragging Haerb- 
stled about by the collar. After this 
the patient’s condition was so bad that 
the witness said she insisted he be sent 
to the city hospital. Thig was done 
and he died soon after being removed. 

Mrs. Miller said that one of the 
wards contained 88 patients who were 
dependent upon one attendant, who 
was a crippled man doing the best he 
could to get around the ward on 
crutches. 

In regard to the food Mrs. Miller 
said: “I couldn’t eat it if I was starv- 
ing. Six nights in the week the pa- 
tients have mush and molasses for 
supper. Eggs are furnished only on 
demand and then they are served Taw.”’ 

Dr. Karl.A. B. Hobrecht said there 
were but two paid attendants at the 
infirmary for 350 patients. 

Earl J. Howes, special investigator for 
Comptroller Taussig., said he; found the 
name of C. C. Hardcastle on the rolls of 
the infirmary as an assistant, but found 
Hardcastle working for a railroad. Mrs. 
Hardcastle furnished music for the in- 
mates and the $35 a month paid her 
husband reimbursed her for this service. 

Delegate Gallagher asked permission 
to -withdraw from the committee in fa- 
vor of Delegate Igoe.

Former Emperor of 
Charges He Was Defrauded 
in Electric Light Deal.

NEW, YORK; Aug. 12.—Grand 
Prince %i, former Emperor of Korea, 
has fileqg a suit at the District of 
Seoul, Korea, against Henry Collbran, 
an American promoter, for a compen- 
sation of $262,500. 

Foreseeing that a war between 
Japan and Russia was inevitable, and 
knowing that his empire was one of 
the bones of contention, the Emperor 
of Korea began casting about for 
Some safe business investment in 
Korea. Collbran, together with a Mrs. 
Bethel, the widow of the late editor 
of the now defunct Korea Daily News, 
prevailed upon the Emperor to take 
part in the organization of the Korea- 
American Electric Light Co., which 
was Organized with a capita’ of $750,- 
000, of which sum the Emperor sup- 
plied $375,000 as his share. 

Later when the Japanese had won 
and Korea was being exploited the 
Nikkan Gas Co. bought the Korea- 
American Electric Light Co. for $600,- 
600, in order to monopolize the light- 
ing field. 


As soon as he recetved the $600,000 
from the Nikkan Gas Co., Collbran, it 
is said, went to London, leaving word 
for the Prince that he (Collbran) had 
sold their company for $37,600, and 
the Prince received a part of that 
sum as his share of the proceeds. 

Recently the Prinee discovered 
what was declared to be the real 
state of affairs, and he demanded 
$226,000. But Collbran rejected the 
claim on the alleged ground that 
these shares had been sold for $37,500 
at the request of Chyo, the Grand 
Frince’s nephew, at the time of The 
Hague mission affair. 

This suit is the first in the Far East 
between any member of the réyal 
family and a private citizen.

‘The Oonference Committee has agreed to a fiat 
rate of 29 per cent ad valorem on raw wool. This 
is a reduction of practically 15 per cent. It is 
frankly the result of a compromise, representing 
the difference between 85 per cent—lLa Follette’s 
idea of honest protection—and the 20 per cent of 
the House bill, which embodied the idea of rev- 


- ‘nue with incidental protection. 


The wool growers of the west and the woolen 
manufacturers of the east were not consulted. 
The Tariff Commission supplied no information 


* -of importance. So the rate is not “scientific.” It 


can represent the “difference in the cost of pro- 
duction at home and abroad together with a rea- 
sonable profit to the American manufacturer” 
only by accident, The standpat idea is that the 
rate is necessarily ruinous because it was not 
made by the interests it affects. 

But it is by no means certain that the rate is 
not “scientific” by accident. An agent of the 
Tariff Board reported recently from Utah that 
with wool selling at 13 cents a pound the growers’ 
profit was 120 per cent a year on his investment.

The special prize offered by the Post-Dispatch 
brought Harry N. Atwood, the most daring and 
skillful of American aviators, to a decision that 
St. Louis was the best place from which to start 
his filght fer New York, Boston and the long dis- 
tance record. The Post-Dispatch also pershaded 
Mr. Atwood to give an exhibition oyer the city 
where everyone can see him. 

The Post-Dispatch gave the people of St. Louis 
their first opportunity to see an aeroplane in 
action. Capt. Baldwin’s memorable river fiight 
last fall was witnessed by probably 300,000 per- 
sons. Atwood’s flight over the city ceed easily 
be seen by everyone. 

Avia‘ion has made wonderful progress in 12) 
months. Not only have all records for speed, 
distance and endurance been placed at new 


iceable. Accomplished Buropean aviators put 
them to practical use. At the conclusion of his 
recent remarkable endurance test Vedrines, after 
landing, flew away across country to his home 
in the same machine. The same aviator declined 
to travel back to France after the around-En- 
gland race except through the air. He made the 
one-time wonderful feat of crossing the English 
Channe] seem commonplace. 

But the most daring of foreign fiyers avoid 
trips over large cities as cxtra-hazardous.

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THE END OF HEREDITARY SUPREMACY. . 

After the expulsion of James II, the English 
Whigs changed the Constitution by the abolition 
of “Divine Right.” In the famous Sachaverell 
case, they defined the supremacy of the people, as 
composed of “Lords and Commons.” In this 
“Revolution” which gradually reduced the. King 
to a social functionary, the Whig nobles led, as 
Lord Morley has led this week in the House of 
Lords, when it went through the process de- 
scribed as “drinking the hemlock.” 





The lugubrious humor of the British Conserva-| ‘ 


tives does not exaggerate the realities of a revo- 
lutionary change which defines itself as the end 
of aristocratic supremacy in the British Islands. 
The action of the Lords in acquiescing in the pro- 
gram defined by the Liberal administration in 
the House of Commons Dill, is said in London 


British constitutional methods since the passage 
of the Reform Dill. This is inadequate. The 
change is comparable only to that which followed 
the expulsion of James II. It means for the su- 
premacy of hereditary legislators in England 
what the Whig revolution meant against royalty. 
As the “Glorious Revolution” of- 1688 it sup- 
pressed the theory of the divine prerogative of 
royalty to overrule popular government. 

The immediate effect of the revolution of 1910- 
11 is the abolition of supremacy*through heredi- 
tary privilege. That is abolished against the 
House of Commons. It no longer exists In either 
King or Lords. The House of Lords surrenders 
its power of final decision exerted in obstructing 
anything which belongs essentially to popular 
government through the Commons. Otherwise it 
retains the honors of hereditary rank on good be- 
havior tenure. It will go on assisting in legisla- 
tion, proposing, suggesting, amending, amd per- 
forming other legislative functions, including 
that of indirect obstruction. “But it has made 
open and final surrender of its claim to heredi- 
tary supremacy with the power ‘to nullify the 
action of the Commons until the will of the 
Lords is accepted. On every issue defined by the 
Commons as a supreme issue of government, the 
House of Lords wales all claim to hereditary 
supremacy in those who still remain pro forma 
hereditary peers and legislators. 

This is actual revolution. It was forced by the 
Tory imperialism represented in {its extremes by 
Rhodes and Kitchener. That sort of Toryism 
dominated and dictated until only Herbert 
Spencer, Individualist and Lloyd-George, Collec-

charged, regardless of their guilt of such offenses, 
because of the inability of the court’s officers to 
produce legal evidence of the guilt of the accused 
persons? 

St. Louis must undoubtedly have numbered 
among its population some able linguists, the 
services of two or three of whom could be ob- 
tained by the city upon the payment of a rea- 
sonable salary; in. fact, without desiring to reflect 
disparagingly upon the Police Department, most 
of whose work is’ rendered absolutely impotent 
for the reasons stated, could not that department, 
out of the §2,000,000 annually appropriated by the 
city for its maintenance and support, afforg to 
employ a couple of such linguists, one of whom 
with ability to interpret five or six languages 
and the other five or six other languages, and 
have those linguists given a certain title tn oon- 
formity with the law establishing and regulating 
the Police Department of St. Louis?

Workhouse Condgttons. 
Vo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch... ~~ 
_As a late liberated consignee of the St. Louis 
Workhouse, I would like to tell the public how 
it is conducted. . 

I have so often heard persons say they would 
rather do two years in the penitentiary than two 
months in the workhouse, I wonder where they 
got their knowledge. 

I entered the aforesaid prison on July 29, prop- 
erly sentenced for general disturbance of the 
public peace two days previous. At the time I 
thought it undeserved, but after mature delibera- 
tion and sobriety of nine days’ duration I think 
and know that the officer who arrested me simply 
did his duty, and if I gave him any trouble at all, 
I herewith beg his pardon, 

All the time 3B. was there I saw nothing but a 
prison, conducted very efficiently. I saw no one 


abused, no partiality, but justice to all. Th only | 


one of the higher officials,I came in contact with 
was a Mr. Keaton. Since I came uptown I heard 
his Christian-name was Larry and he is a man 
in the full acceptation of the word, 

The work is not too arduous for any energetic 
man, and I saw no one ever driven or, in fact, 
talked to unless he was openly lasy, and even 
then he was onlyscasually reprimanded. 

As far as the food is concerned, it is, of course, 
not any fancy menu, but I found ‘it wholesome, 
clean and nourishing, and as far as the coffee is 
éoncerned, I often drank worse in some of our 
first-class restaurants. Among my cellmatesg I 
fortunately foung men of more than ordinary in- 
telligence—men whom yor would not expect to 
find in a place of that kind. 

When this evening the guard told me to come 
out of my cell I thought he ‘was simply going 
to transfer me to another, and I certainly was 
very giad that the honorable Mayor had remitted 
‘me and givén me liberty, for liberty is life

The Monroe Doctrine, whether it 
means the Roosevelt expansion of po- 
lice power over the western hemisphere 
or the prohibition of political interfer- 
ence with American republics, does not 
differ in its relations.to arbitration from 
any other vital American policy. It is 
assumed that no nation, under arbitra- 
tion, will be asked to surrender its 
sovereignty or relinquish a vital policy. 
But it is also assumed that judicious 
inquiry concerning {ssues between na- 
tions will so clarify them that a reason- 
able adjustment can and will be reached 
without impairing the rights or dam- 
aging the legitimate interests of efther 
perty to the controversy. The just def- 
{nition or rights and interests is the 
dasis of arbitration. 

The Senatorial objection to the sub- 
mission of a question involving the 
Monroe Doctrine to arbitration sug- 
gests Mr. Roosévelt’s foolish outcry 
about arbitrating a point of honor. Ad- 
mitting that a vital policy cannot be 
adjudicated, there is to be determined 
whether a vital policy is involved and 
whether, if it is involved, the issue 
cannet be settled without sacrificing or 
modifying it.

Where the train carries an observation 
car this will be impossible, of course, 
but the Cardinal coach must be next 
to the observation car on those trains 
and positively last, on all others. 

Incidentally a talk with Mr. Seekamp 
revealed the fact that the Cardinals 
spent little of their time in their berths 
when they are making a night jump 
and that their play is suffering as a 
result. 

Mr. Seekamp was fingering a lot of 
tickets when he was found at the hotel 
where the Cardinals are stopping. 


A Few of the Facts. 
“Well, what’s the news?” he wWwaue 
asked, ~ 

‘‘Nothing except that I have just ar- 
ranged for the transportation for our 
jump, on Sunday night. And we leave 
in a steel car, too.’’ 

“Why so?’ was the natural querry. 

“After that experience at Bridgeport 
we will use no other,” wes his reply. 

“The railroad company stipulates to 
give us a steel car, one that will stand 
the knocks and the jars of the average 
wreck.”’ 

Mr. Seekamp counted tickets awhile 
and then remarked that this car must 
be electric lighted. 

“Why's that?” he was asked’ 

“Well, our experience at Bridgeport 
taught us that electric-lighted sleepers 
are the best. The papers said after the 
wreck that I was thrown out of my 
berth. I was not. When I was awak- 
ened. I righted over, turned on the elec- 
tric Hight, and Bresnahan and I could 
see. We occupied the stateroom. If we 


able to turn on the lights and see what 
we are about.”’ 

Having a few more tickets to look 
over, Mr. Seekamp was silent awhile. 
T'nen he remarked that he had arranged 
to have the Cardinals’ car on the rear 
of the train. ? 

‘‘Why’s that?” was asked. 


: Must Have Rear Position. 
‘‘Well, none of us would be here to- 


day if we hadn't been on the rear car in 
that Bridgeport wreck. And it taught a 
lesson. Since then every time that we 
have made a jump I have insisted that 
we be given the rear car. We have an 
arrangement whereby we get the last 
car, except where there is an observation 
car. Then we take the one next to last. 

‘Do you know our players feel the ef- 
fect of that wreck, and we are still un- 
comfortable? Coming over to Chicago | 
the other night we sat and talked until | 
£ o'clock. Didn’t go to bed. Why? We 
couldn’t have slept. Since that wreck 
the St. Louis players have obtained less 
sleep than any other team in the busi- 
ness. The slightest jar awakens us. 
Good, restful sleep is impossible for 
the fellows, after that experience.” 

The Cardinals were billed to meet the 
Cubs this afternoon, and Bresnahan is 
expected on the coaching line. His ankle 
has improved greatly since he came to 
Chicago. Had there been a game yester- 
day he would have been on the bench. 
Teday he will don a uniform, and get 
out on the coaching line. His players 
figure this support will be of assistance 
to them.

WINS CONVICT PARDON 


Pitiable Case of Marion Leon- 
ard’s Family Moves Gov. Had- 


ley to Clemency. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 12.—A blind 
woman with five small, sickly children 
was responsible for the release of Mar- 
ion Leonard from the penitentiary to- 
day. The man is the husband of the 
woman and the father of the children. 

Leonard was convicted last July of at- 
tacking a stepdaughter and sentenced 
for seven years. At that time he was a 
resident of Jasper County. After his 
conviction the blind wife and children 
removed to Springfield and there they 
eked out a miserable existence. 

The forlorn looking blind womar and 
the ragged, dirty, sickly children arous- 
ed the sympathies of the Warden and 
he induced Gov. Hadley and Pardon At- 
torney Denton to give the case their im- 
mediate attention. Gov. Willson of Ken- 
tucky, who is visiting Gov. Hadley, ac- 
companied the latter to the penitentiary 
and he readily said that the case was 
tHe most pitiable ever called to his at- 
tention. 

The prison officials and contractors 
made up a purse of some $50, as Leonard 
has not a penny to his name. The fam- 
ily departed this afternoon for Spring- 
field, where Leonard said it would be an 
easy matter for him to find employ- 
ment. The woman told Gov. Hadley 
that Leonard had always been very kind 








to her and the children and she did not] 


believe him guilty of the offense of 
which he was convicted.

EAN SWIFT once proposed to in- 
‘troduce Christianity in the Brit- 
ish Islands, as an experiment. 

He professed to fear that the proposal 
might cause general alarm. He ex- 
plained that he did not mean the real 
Christianity of the gospels. 
mitted that this might demoralize Brit- 


the Government and disorganize the 


church. He protested that he had no 
such treasonable purpose in view. All 
he wished to do was to experiment 
with some decent imitation of the 
Christianity taught by Christ, so that 
finally some sort of a sense of decency 
might be set actually to work in poll- 
tics, business and religion. 

This idea was crudely worked out jn 
fiction by W. T. Stead and applied to 
Chicago. “If Christ Came to Chicago!” 
and other books of the same kind were 
all raw material for the French art 
Charles Morice has used in writing 
“The Reappearing.’’ The plot is al- 
ready trite. With Paris taken for 
granted as the center of Twentieth Cen- 
tury civilization, the consequence of the 
reappearance of Christ in Paris is taken 
for granted in the beginning. It is as- 
sumed that Twentieth Century civiliza- 
tion is not Christianity and is not based 
on it. Between Chicago, Topeka, Kan- 
sas, and Paris there is practically no 
difference when fiction proposes this 
test to decide its own sequel. Each au- 
thor shows in his own way in begin- 
ning, as he does in the end, that there 
is no room for the Christianity of the 
sermon on the mount in the existing or- 
ganization of modern civilization. The 
possible interest for fiction lies not in 
the sequel of rejection, but in the an- 
swer fiction gives. to the question 
"Why?" 

In this, Morice is so subtle and search- 
ing that the whole point of his treat- 
ment of cogflict between the substance 
and the show of civilization is misse4 
even by Mr. Coningsby Dawson, who 
writes an introduction to the American 
translation of the book, made by John 
N. Raphael. 

Morice shows restraint by using the 
simplest incidents. His Christ, always 
universally present, simply becomes vis- 
ibly present in Paris between Dec.

ing failure. 

At the pivotal point this has already 
become plain and the subtlest of all 
attempts to analyze modern civiliza- 
tion has been made below the surface 
of the plot. All have felt an almost 
irresistible repulsion to dishonesty. As 
a result, all have fallen into apathy. 
There is nothing to do. Paris, after 
its first ‘“‘new emotion,” becomes in- 
tolerably bored. It welcomes the vis- 
ible Christ, but it does not know what 
to do with him or what to do at all. 
The author uses his story to make it 
clear that at a certain point in the his- 
tory of thé human mind, it cannot re- 
organize itself. It can realize that all 
ite methods of working are false with 
no reality in them. This stops it. It 
then ceases to be mind at all except 
as it can reorganize itself by positive 
methods for true results. He means 
to say that the “Last Judgment” for 
Paris and modern civilization comes st 
this point when the human mind, after 
learning to hate its own fallacies, must 
either do wrong as before or do nothing.

Picture Review. 


(‘‘The Blue Goose COhase,’’ by 
Herbert K. Job. The Baker & Taylor 
Co., New York.) 
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“FROM FREEDOM TO DESPOTIS©M.” 
HEN an author writes a book un- 

W der the title ‘“Feom Freedom to 
Despotism,”’ it may be expected 

by many -that he will sound the tocsin 
and ring the alarum bell with a jerk 
calculated to turn it over and illustrate 
Sir Walter Scott’s alarums from “bells 
that ring backward.’’ C. Hollings- 
worth of Washington, D. C’, thought 
of this before beginning to write his 
book. Hence when he has published it 
under that title, he has taken care to 
write with the cold severity of a politi- 
cal economist. He supresses all thrills. 
He argues only by a critical compari- 
son of historical facts in past periods 
of “expansion” with those of the pres- 
ent. He ‘has studied Roman history. 
He finds in history made under its pre- 
cedents, that when commercia] and in- 
dustrial] ‘“‘expansion’’ becomes a controll- 
ing political influence, it establishes a 
fraudulent oligarchy and follows this 
by abolishing constitutional and institu- 
tional forms which interfere with des- 
potic control. He argues that this ten- 
dency is developing in the United States 
beyond popular power to react against 
it. He studies the popular power of 
reaction during the period of “expan- 
sion” filustrated by military coercion in 
the Philippines. He reasons that if a 
country does not show power to prevent 
its own strength from being used for 
despotic control over other peoples it is 
losing or ps has already lost the 
power of mn which is necessary to 
preserve its Own institutional freedom 
under constitutional forms. Arguing thus 
from point to point and assuming ea cli- 
max in American commercial and in- 
dustrial expansion, he seems to reach 
the logical conclusion assumed in his 
title. It is hardly necessary, if it were 
to argue such a hypothetical 
case. It may be said, however, that 
other periods than those best known 
from Roman history, may be more im- 
portant. Thus in England under 


James I, the conditions he assumes as/ 


now at climax, were similar and were 
certainly climacteric. The results re- 
corded are the COmmonwealth, followed 
by the Gnal expulsion of the Stuarts 





with the English principle of despotiem | 
eliminated from English . institutions 
after James I hed been exiled. Almost 
every fact Mr. Hollingsworth now ar- 
gues as evidence of unavoidable despot- 
ism in America is paralleled in the 
speeches of the Long Parliament under 
Charies I. The fall of the Roman re- 
public is important historically, but at 
times history has been made otherwise.
